EDUCATION AND CRIME 

“But thou, O Daniel, shut up _ the 
words, and seal the book, even to the 
time of the end: many shall run to and 
fro, and knowledge shall be increased,” 
Dan. 12:4, This day in which we live is 
a day of enlightenment, one of education.

There is a mad rush for 
speed and the newer model autos are be- 
ing built for greater speed with more 
ease, and while they have more speed, the 
speed desire of the driver is raised and 
their number is multiplied, Since the re- 
peal of the eighteenth amendment, 
drunken driving has increased rapidly. In 
the year of 1935 there were 36,400 peo- 
ple killed by motor accidents alone.

While Jesus taught that life consist- 
eth not in the abundance of a man’s pos- 
sessions, He knew that most of us would 
be tempted to think otherwise. Indeed, 
the question, What is a man worth? gets 
an answer which generally indicates that 
not the moral or spiritual or educational 


value of a man is in the mind but his 
“money” or “property value.” Knowing 
then, the value that man would place on 
material resources, it is not strange that 
Jesus taught that the average man’s at- 
titude toward the Church of God would 
be discovered by his attitude toward his 
property. The same thought is put into 
the language of a westerner. You can tell 
a man’s interest in anything by the way 
he puts his money into it. If a disciple 
can keep thinking of his money belonging 
to God then he is apt to keep the Church 
of God first. Thus, the stewardship of 
money was regarded by Jesus as the first 
test of stewardship. 

Jesus said to the unjust steward, “If 
therefore ye have not been faithful in the 
unrighteous mammon, who will commit 
to your trust the true riches,” Lk. 16:11. 
It was about the same thing as saying, 
If you do not keep your money on the 
altar, how can you be of any use to the 
church? The peril involved is splendidly 
stated in these clear-cut words, ‘““When a 
Christian begins to make money, God 
gains a fortune or loses a man.” It is a 
sad fact that few passions are stronger 
than the love of money, and only when 
this passion is mastered by the love of the 
Crucified are men ready to be fit stew- 
ards of the Church of God. This fac: 
hinges on the truth that money is liquid 
personality and when one withholds his 
possessions from God, he is withholding 
himself.

THE VALUE OF MAN 
From the newspapers comes this bit of 
curren: history: Three shipwrecked men 
were drifting off the Atlantic coast in 
an open boat. A United States govern- 
ment mail steamer sped by, signaling the 
anxious castaways that it could not stop 
because of speed orders. However, the 
captain did promise to send _ rescuers. 
Hours later, upon the arrival of the mail 
boat in the New York harbor, the ship- 
wrecked sailors were reported, but the 
captain and the crew that would not 
stop to save human life were suspended 
from the service for failure in duty. The 
reason given was that no order for speedy 
delivery of mail can supersede the fun- 
damental obligation to save human life. 
Personality is the supreme thing in the 
universe. While faithfulness in the ““Un- 
righteous mammon” is, according to Je- 
sus, the first test of good stewardship, 
yet the final goal is the rescue of per- 
sons. Everything that God made was 
made by union with God through Jesus 
Christ. Accordingly, nothing counts if 
this final work is forgotten. “Follow me 
and I will make you fishers of men.” 
was the way Jesus put it to the fishermen. 
Had they been carpenters, He would 
have said, ‘Follow me and will make you 
builders of men.” Had they been capi- 
talists, He would have cried, ‘Follow me 
and I will make you investors in men!” 
But by “men” jesus meant more than 
the flesh-and-blood house. Yes, our Lord 
ministered to men’s bodies and to their 
material needs, but it was all aimed at 
reaching the soul of the man in order to 
bring him to “decide for God.” This is 
the end of stewardship. God, through the 
prophets of old, and at last through His 
own Son, has been trying to love us unto 
Himself in order that we might love 
others unto Him and the eternal life.

“(XO to now, ye rich men, weep and 

howl for your miseries that shall 
come upon you. Your riches are cor- 
rupted and your garments are moth 
eaten. Your gold and silver is cankered: 
And the rust of them shall be a witness 
against you, and shall eat your flesh as 
it were fire. YE HAVE HEAPED TO- 
GETHER TREASURE FOR THE 
LAST DAYS. Behold, the hire of the la- 
borers who have reaped down you: 
fields, which is of you kept back by 
fraud, crieth; and the cries of them 
which have reaped are entered into the 
ears of the Lord of Sabaoth.”’ James 5: 
1-4. 

It begins to appear that God hath 
heard the cries and prayers of the great 
laboring masses of the world who have 
never received a fair and just share of 
the product of their labors, Those who 
have tilled the soil, manufactured the 
goods of the world, bent their backs with 
honest labor, hardened their hands with 
daily toil have never received a propor- 
tionate share of this world’s goods 
which was created by their very own 
hands. While they have worked, slaved, 
and toiled, carrying the heat and burden 
of the day, the wealthy class has con- 
sistently reaped the benefit of their labor. 

James said, again, “Ye have lived in 
pleasure on the earth, and been wanton; 
ye have nourished your hearts, as in a 
day of slaughter.” James 1:5. Yes, we 
clearly see all these things have been and 
are being done by the so-called upper 
class. Their tactics will continue until 
they are driven out bodily by the great 
uprising which is under way. This writer 
is not in sympathy with this or any 
other uprising, but I am not deaf and 
blind to the misfortunes of the laboring 
class of people, neither is the devil. 

There is a spirit of revolution abroad 
in the world and the people are begin- 
ning, in many places, to remedy their 
own condition. The story of the mis- 
treatment of the laboring class has been 
and will be told and retold. It is all too 
true. The holders of the money bags of 
the world are directly responsible for the 
conditions of things as they are to-day. 
They have and do control the world fi- 
nancially as well as politically. Their day 
of rule, however, is limited. The devil, 
sensing the spirit of unrest and discontent 
that exists in the hearts of men and 
women everywhere, is taking advantage 
of it to bring about the ru'e and reign 
of Antichrist. Father Coughlin, the De- 
troit radio priest, has many points in his 
platform for Social Justice which any 


working man might well advocate. Dr. 
Townsend, the old-age pension promoter, 
also has many worthwhile things in his 
platform. The late Senator Huey P. Long 
was at heart a true friend of the work- 
ing masses and his “Share the Wealth” 
program was, in many ways, a splendid 
thing. Upton Sinclair, the democrat- 
socialist of California, with his EPIC 
plan also appealed to thousands of peopie. 
The New Deal, advocated by our present 
national administration, has several things 
that would tend to alleviate the ills of 
mankind. 


Now then, comes the American Liber- 
ty League, composed of the ruling class, 
such as the DuPonts, Raskobs and their 
ilk, those who have stuffed and re- 
stuffed their money bags with blood 
money, money made and earned through 
the death of men and women in the great 
World War and other wars, money that 
blcod cries out from the fields of Franc: 
and other places, “Unclean! Unclean!” 
The Liberty League’s concern and fear 
lest the Constitution be done away with 
is well taken and people should listen. 
Yet, there is a fly in the ointment there. 
That is identically the same crowd which 
from the time of our fathers to this good 
day have ruled and reigned and_ whose 
rule and reign is responsible for the ter- 
rible predicament the world finds itself 
in to-day.

MY TRIP TO | CHINA AND 
THE PHILIPPINE ISLANDS 
By J. H. INcRaM 


After crossing the Yellow Sea, which is 
rightly named, since it is usually yellow- 
ish in color, due to so much mud being 
washed down from China—our ship an- 
chored off the coast to await the in- 
coming tide before starting on the fifty- 
mile trip up the Yangtze Kiang and 
Whang Poo rivers to Shanghai. The 
Yangtze is a very wide river, but it is 
not deep at normal tide, so the large 
ecean-going liners must wait for the 
high tide coming in from the sea to avoid 
the danger of going aground. 

The trip up the river was of unusual 
interest. Especially was this true after the 
river narrowed down to where we could 
plainly view the shores. At first it was so 
wide we could barely make out the shore 
lines from either side, since this part of 
China is a great plain with no moun- 
tains for a background. 

River bandits and pirates infest these 
waters, so there is a sort of international 
naval patrol kept up for the purpose of 
protecting the passenger and freight traf- 
fic. We saw several warships cruising up 
and down. Some among them were fly- 
ing the new flag of the Chinese Repub- 
lic—which in itself is new as a govern- 
ment. At the junction of the Yangtze 
Kiang and the Whang Poo, we sighted 
several Chinese warships lying at anchor, 
prepared for any eventuality, The shores 
of both rivers were literally dotted with 
the white native tombs, bearing witness 
to the appalling death rate among the 
Chinese, caused largely by war, famine 
and pestilence. Floods also take a terrible 
toll in deaths, and of late earthquake 
shocks are becoming quite common-—have 
had two hard jars since I came over. 

Shanghai is the great commercial cen- 
ter of China, and one of the world’s 
greatest maritime cities. It is divided into 
three sections; namely, the International 
quarter, controlled jointly by the U. S. 
A., Great Britain, and Japan, the French 
Concession under France, and the Chin- 
ese city. We spent only one day and 
night at Shangai, and it being Monday 
there was not much doing in the way of 
mission services. I did, however, make a 
visit to the Bethesda Gospel Hall, which 
is a sort of international mission, and is 
run by some German missionaries. Here 
I got to evangelize some Japanese fellow- 
passengers, whom I met on the way to 
the gold mines in Malaya. They seemed

very interested in the story of Jesus, and 
I learned that so many of the Japanese 
had been converted in this mission that 
they were obliged to go out and build a 
church in order to take care of the 
crowds. 

Several of our party who had detoured 
overland via Peiping (Peking) to view 
the great wall and the temple of heaven, 
rejoined the ship at this port. The great 
wall of China, which is fifteen-hundred 
miles in length and averages about twen- 
ty feet in height by twenty feet thick, 
is constructed of massive masonry, mak- 
ing it the most stupendous labor project 
in all history. Having been built 200 
years before Christ, it has withstood the 
ravages of time for more than 2,000 
years, and with its fortified watchtow:=rs 
placed at intervals of from one-hundred 
yards to one mile, formed not only a 
barricade against invaders, but as a great 
trade route with the tartars of the 
north, Turkistan and Tibet. It winds 
about, outlining the highest peaks as it 
follows the general contour of the moun- 
tains, and to-day one may still see cara- 
vans of camels wending their way along 
its top, upon this “highway” with which 
the pyramids of Egypt, was ranked as one 
of the seven wonders of the ancient 
world. The great wall was built by la- 


borers recruited from among criminals 
and merchants, who faced the superhu- 
man task of getting these 500 pound 


granite stones up the high mountain 
slopes, like Titans of old. The cruel em- 
peror, in his haste and anxiety, ordered 2 
million of these poor slave laborers to 
construct a mile section in ten days. As a 
result of this enforced labor sixty per 
cent of the men died from overwork. 
Thank God, the scene is not to be re- 
enacted again. But other conditions ex- 
isting, both spiritual and temporal, so 
impressed me that I had to walk the deck 
and cry as my ship sailed away to the 
tune of “Should Old Acquaintance Be 
Forgot.” 


ON TO THE PHILIPPINES 


From Shanghai we cruised down the 
coast through the East China Sea _ to 
Hong Kong, passing between the large 
Japanese Island of Formosa and the main- 
land of China. In Hong Kong I changed 
ships, taking the ““Atsuta Maru” of the 
Australian (N. Y. K.) Line across the 
China Sea to Manila, P. I. We arrived in 
the Philippines on the following Mon- 
day—six days after leaving the port of 
Shanghai. I went to Manila as the guest 
of the Japanese Mail Line, which took me 
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over free and sent me back prepaid on 
the American ship “President Lincoln” 
of the Dollar Line. I had five days only 
to make my mission tour, so I had to lim- 
it my investigation to the city and its 
environs. I went down on Manila Bay 
and saw the place where the American 
Navy defeated the Spanish fleet in the 
decisive battle of the war with Spain ia 
1898. Four of the old Spanish warships, 
or rather the rusz-eaten steel hulls, could 
still be seen. I took advantage of the low 
tide and climbed out on one of them and 
wrenched a piece of steel from the frame, 
which I brought along as a momento of 
the trip. In my mind I could imagine the 
terrible struggle that took place here 
thirty-eight years ago, Then a trip 
around and on top of the walls of “old 
Manila” with its great fortifications, 
made me to better appreciate the task 
performed by our soldiers in taking the 
city for, and in name of the American 
nation. 


I made my headquarters at the Ameri- 
can European Y. M, C. A. during my 
visit, and usually came in at night with 
sore feet and an aching head, for it was 
surely hot and dusty at this season and 
the sun beat down with all its fury along 
the tropical plains. But regardless of the 
heat I was gloriously happy to know I 
was right in the midst of a missionary 
program of expansion, calculated to gir- 
dle the globe with this full-gospel, Pente- 
costal message of the Church of God, if 
Jesus tarries. 


My findings disclosed the fact that lit- 
tle or nothing has been done in the way 
of giving the Holy Ghost doctrine to 
these people, although the work done by 
the sectarian folks is commendable. Re- 
ports coming from the interior bear out 
the fact that the Spirit has begun to be 
poured out upon believers in a very spe- 
cial way. The Philippine Islands number 
altogether, more than 7,000 and they 
have a population of around 15,000,000. 
The Americans are highly esteemed be- 
cause of their altruism in dealing with 
the Filipinos. There is a great deal of 
anxiety and unrest manifested already 
regarding the question of self-defence 
once the American Army finally with- 
draws. In anticipation of this, they have 
conscripted 100,000 young men of the 
class of 1916 who are to be given com- 
pulsory military training. Mr. Emanuel 
Quezon, the newly elected president, 1s 
quite a busy man these days. His first 
name, being interpreted, means ‘God 
with us,” and he seems to have been ac- 
cepted as a sort of political “savior.” The 
name Quezon suggests “big cheese,” but 
in view of the fact, a certain Asiatic 
country is already casting her imperial- 
istic eye in this direction, with no un- 
certain gesture, Mr. Quezon might de- 
cide after all that he is a pretty small 
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chunk of cheese, perhaps enough though 
to bait some imperial mouse trap. The 
president may not have known it at the 
time, but I learned that a special ambassa- 
dorial party was flying to his rendezvous 
in a chartered airplane, in advance of his 
scheduled arrival for the purpose of press- 
ing a claim involving land holdings by 
their nationals. Whatever the political 
outcome may be, it seems to be a good 
time for us to press the mission cause in 
these islands. 

While in the Philippines I met Dr. Al- 
den H. Clark, Secretary, American Board 
of Commissioners of Foreign Missions. 
He was coming back from a trip around 
the world in the interest of the work and 
was accompanied by Mrs, Clark. They 
came back to China with me and gave 
me some good pointers on India, my next 
stop on my round-the-world-tour, since 
they had spent twenty-five years on the 
field in that country. 

In further reference to the Philippines, 
it is interesting to note that, General 
Aguinaldo, who gave the American army 
of occupation so much to think about, 
has apparently reformed. The noted revo- 
lutionary leader being defeated in the 
race for the presidency has turned fisher- 
man, having bought a fleet of fishing 
boats, which he himself commands—a 
more humble position but nevertheless 
honorable. 

BACK TO HONG KONG 

The “President Lincoln” sailed from 
Manila on time. A large crowd of people 
were on dock to see us off, and one of 
the crack Filipino bands furnished the 
farewell music. The huge Trans-Pacific 
flying boat “Philippines Clipper” was 
getting ready for her return flight to 
America and put on an exhibition for us, 
dipping and flying low over and around 
the ship. Then one of the fast army or 
navy planes gave us another thrill, by 
stunting over the ship while flying at low 
altitude. We learned that they were 
maneuvering into position where they 
could drop a small parachute containing 
a last-minute message for someone 
aboard. The thrower missed his mark, 
and the parcel was lost in the sea. 

We arrived at Hong Kong on sche- 
dule. This is a beautiful island situated 
off the southeast coast of China, and 
stands out, having one of the finest and 
most scenic harbors in the world. The 
length of the island is approximately ten 
and one-half miles, its greatest width be- 
ing five miles, and it covers an area of 
thirty square miles. It presents the ap- 
pearance of a huge cone-shaped rock, 
which rises at the highest point (Victoria 
Peak) to 1,823 feet above the sea level. 
The peak is reached by cable-car. Hong 
Kong was ceded to Great Britain in 
1841 and later four square miles of thz 
peninsula of Kowloon, which lies on the 
mainland across the harbor from Hong 
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Kong proper, were ceded in 1861: To this 
has been added adjacent territory on the 
mainland, together with a number of 
islands, a total area of 370 square miles. 
This is called the “new territory” and 
was leased from the Chinese government 
in 1899 for a period of ninety-nine years. 
The total population of Hong Kong and 
the “new territory” at the latest census 
(1931) was 849,751, of which 821,429 
are Chinese, Of the Chinese population 
approximately 75,000 are known as the 
“floating population,” living entirely 
upon junks, sampans, and other small 
boats in the harbor. These people and 
their lives are of daily interest to visitors 
and residents alike, and present quite a 
problem for Christian missionaries. 


While in Hong Kong I made a trip in- 
land to Canton, the ancient capital of 
south China. On arrival in the latter city 
I was met by Rev. Wilbert R. William- 
son, who gave me an introduction to the 
needs of that wicked population of a 
million souls. Mr. and Mrs. Williamson 
are in charge of the Assembly of God 
work and are progressing nicely. They 
showed me no little kindness, which I 
appreciated very highly. It was rather an 
incident, but I learned that they attended 
Bible School in Findlay, Ohio, with Mrs. 
Carrie Furman, the wife of our mission- 
ary to Guatemala, C. A. 

It is the time of the “grave worship- 
ing” among the Chinese here, and lively 
scenes are enacted at every burying place. 
They shoot firecrackers, burn _ incense, 
etc., and some put food on the graves, 
while others burn fake bills and imita- 
tion coins, known as “other world cur- 
rency.” I was at a Chinese funeral yes- 
terday with its attendant strange rites. 
So many have died lately that it is diffi- 
cult to find burial space in the thickly 
populated centers, so they are having to 
take up some of the remains and store the 
bones in large jars, to make room for 
others. I saw about three hundred empty 
graves in one small section. It looked 
like, I can imagine, the scenes that will 
follow the sounding of the trumpet on 
the resurrection morning. There were 
torn down tombstones strewn about, 
pieces of rotten boards which were for- 
merly the coffins. Then the place was 
littered with discarded burial shrouds, 
with occasionally a wig of hair fallen 
from the head of a disentered body, and 
left carelessly behind. 


I feel like I could write a book about 
what I have seen of China already, but 
must leave you here. This is good Friday, 
Thursday in America. We had a union 
open-air meeting to-day with hundreds of 
the Chinese flocking around us to hear 
about the Christian God. In the after- 
noon I went to “Happy Valley” to visit 
the graves of the missionaries—saw that 


of Robert Semple, the husbarid of Aimee 
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Semple McPherson. 

I am busy packing up getting ready 
for my long trip to India which takes an- _ 
other twelve days. My ship has arrived 
and will be sailing at seven tomorrow 
morning, D. V. I am to attend an Easter 
program at one of the churches tonight, 
where the passion of Christ is being acted 
out. After that I go aboard to sleep and 
expect to find myself being rocked in the 
cradle of the deep on arising tomorrow, 
on my third crossing of the China Sea— 
this time lengthwise—en route to Hin- 
dustan via Malaya and Ceylon.
